Predicting^ One Thing, 
Convincing Is Another

W ASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
Scientists soon will be able to 
predict when and where serious 
earthquakes will occur, but a 
National Research Council com­ 
mittee says it may be difficult 
to convince the public when 
danger is imminent. 
“ Experience w ith other disas 
ters suggests 
that 
warnings 
may be widely discounted and 
ignored and that inaction rather 
than panic flight will be the 
most common response among 
the general public,” the panel 
said 
in 
a 
report 
released 
Monday. 
Unlike advancing hurricanes 
and floods, earthquakes are not 
preceded by easily perceived 
signs Thus, the scientists said, 
predictions of imminent trem 
ors may seem unreal, especial 
ly in the case of forecasts 
talking in term s of months or 
even years. 
The nine-member panel said 
it will be difficult to establish 
and maintain long-range hazard 
reduction program s and emer 
gency preparedness plans in 
communities 
that 
have 
not 
recently experienced a destruc­ 
tive quake. 
“ Our brief examination of the 
U S. 
energy crisis tends 
to 
reinforce 
these 
conclusions,’’ 
the report said. 
“ It will be 
difficult to achieve consensus 
on the validity of predictions 
and what should be done in 
response to them 
Nevertheless, the scientists 
said, 
earthquake 
predictions 
soon will be available in some 
areas and could save many 
lives if they are heeded 
Their 
report 
recommended 
federal, 
local 
and private 
agencies expand research in 
the field and take steps to deal 
with the social, political, legal 
and economic effects of earth­ 
quake predictions as well as 
actual quakes. 
The study, prepared for the 
Federal 
Disaster 
Assistance 


Administration, said 70 million 
Americans live with a signifi­ 
cant risk to their lives and 
property 
from 
earthquakes. 
Another 115 million are exposed 
to sm aller 
but still present 
earthquake risks. 
“ But most Americans occupy, 
use or are served by construct­ 
ed 
facilities 
that 
were 
not 
designed to resist earthquakes 
and could collapse in a quake 
with m ajor losses of life and 
property," the report said 
“ Even 
in California 
many 
facilities 
are 
not 
up 
to 
reasonable standards of safety 
from seism ic disturbance."

INDIANAPOLIS

Three m ajor studies of public 
utilities 
under 
way 
at 
the 
Indiana statehouse and State 
Office 
Building do not now 
appear to be on a collision 
course. 
The area of public utilities 
and 
the 
consumer 
emerged 
during the 1975 legislature as a 
controversial battleground with 
some political overtones, but 
finally leveled off into three 
serious studies for 1976 and 1977 
legislatures. 
The Indiana legislative Coun 
cil is doing one of the studies 
through 
a 
study 
committee 
headed by Sen Jam es Gardner, 
R-Fowler, which is looking at 
some of the 1975 bills that died 
as well as new legislation. 
The 
Energy 
and 
Utility 
Regulatory Commission, creat­ 
ed by Gov. Otis R Bowen, also 
is working in the sam e ball 
park William Watt, the gover­ 
nor’s liaison with this ancf other 
energy-related groups, said the 
governor wants sound advice 
from the commission by Jan u­ 
ary on what the impact would 
be from a variety of suggested 
changes in the way utilities 
charge. 
The third 
major study 
is 
being made by the 
Indiana 
Public 
Service 
Commission 
with 
its 
chairman, 
lorry 
Wallace, 
spearheading 
it 
A 
Sept. 18 hearing is scheduled to 
be the final one on proposed 
new 
regulations 
for electric 
utilities and their consumers, a 
document sometimes called a 
consumer “ bill of rights ” 
In addition, the three member 
commission is on the verge of 
making a decision on proposed 
limitations 
for 
rate-making 
purposes 
of 
advertising 
by- 
public utilities. 
“ I 
don’t 
think 
we 
are 
duplicating each other,” Wal­ 
lace said of what he and the 
legislative 
and 
gubernatorial 
groups are doing “ I think they 
look at us to see if we are doing 
a good job and if the laws 
should be amended or changed 
Ours is a different role ” 
Watt also said he believes the 
fact Gardner is a member of 
the governor’s study commis­ 
sion as well as heading the 
legislative committee will mean 
coordination rather than con­ 
flicting purposes. 
“ The governor is interested 
in not just advice on how to 
handle 
rates 
but 
he 
is 
interested in the problems of 
con sum ers 
and 
utilities 
if 
certain changes are m ade,” 
Watt said 
“ What about elec­ 
tricity, what about natural gas*’ 
With the shortage of natural 
gas will electricity usage go 
up'’ What will be the effect of 
fluctuating oil prices?" 
Someone needs to look at the

picture 
and

separate parts of it, Watt said 
"He will expect the commission 
to m ake som e recom m enda 
tions in time for his January'

But it may be so complicated

Numerous questions should

Tax Deed Ruling 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
tax deed does not erase prior 
easements through tax delin­ 
quent real estate if the taxes 
have 
been 
flaid 
for 
the 
easements, according to the 
Indiana Court of Appeals. 


The 
state 
court 
opinion 
written 
by 
Judge 
Joe 
W. 
Lowdermilk said the question 
had not previously been ruled 
upon by Indiana courts. The 
case arose when Myron and 
Sandra Budnick. Indianapolis, 
challenged easements given to 
Shell Petroleum Co, and M ara­ 
thon Pipeline Co. across proper­ 
ty later purchased in a tax 
sale. The Budnicks said the tax 
deed extinguished the earlier 
encumbrances on the property. 


But the Court of Appeals 
said, “ The legislature did not 
contemplate that a new grant 
of title would be given to the 
holder of a tax deed where the 
land was not subject to taxation 
in the first place " The opinion 
noted that separate taxes had 
been assessed and paid through 
the 
state 
Board 
of 
Tax 
Commissioners on 
the ease 
ments and concluded that the 
tax deed conveyed only the 
property 
righ ts 
that 
were 
involved 
in 
the 
taxes 
due 
through the local assessor.

He gave the answer: “They’d be making the 
same money they were in 1969 if they hadn’t

“We’ve voted ourselves a perpetual pay raise,” 
the candid congressman said. “They’ve isolated 
themselves now,” he said of his colleagues who are 
getting several tim es more in salary than most 
American wage-earners. “They can’t feel the pain 
of what inflation means to people. With this esca­ 
lator clause there’s absolutely no punishment for 
what they do now.” 


Its true, of course. While they are enjoying 
their cut-rate roast beef luncheons and jet junkets 
around the country and the world, members of 
Congress can go on forever with their insane vote- 
buying spending sprees, running the country ever 
deeper into debt and destroying the value of the 
common folks’ earnings. 


Once upon a tim e in America such things were 
Impossible. In 1818 when Congress voted itself a 
pay increase, the people rose up in rage so vehe­ 
ment that Congress repealed the act.

Commission Approves 


Railroad Merger Plan 


By W IL L IA M E. C L A Y T O N 
WASHINGTON (U P I) 
The 
multibillion dollar merger plan 
for bankrupt railroads of the 
Northeast and Midwest has the 
support 
of 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission 
with 
some reservations. 
The ICC Monday published a 
(15 page 
evaluation 
of 
the 
merger plan drawn up by the 
U.S. 
Railway 
Association, 
which was established by law 
primarily 
to 
work 
out 
the 
reorganization of debt-plagued 
lines in the two regions. 
The plan seems often too 
optimistic about revenues from 
certain freight, but in general 
seems a good one to put the 
lines back on sound footing, the 
ICC concluded. 
The plan was drawn up under 
provisions of the Regional Rail 
Reorganization Act of 1973 and 
was relayed to Congress with 
the ICC comments 
Under the plan, the “ ConRail 
System” would be established, 
made up of most of the Penn 
Central, the Lehigh Valley, the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey 
and the Pennsylvania Reading 
Seashore Lines, plus smaller 
portions of the Reading and the 
Ann Arbor 
At the same time, the eastern 
half of the Erie-Lackawanna 
and most of the Reading and 
Penn Central 
lines in 
West 
Virginia would be sold to the 
Chessie System. 
A total of B.91B miles of little- 
used rails would be eliminated 
Stock and debentures, partly 


held by the federal government 
and partly issued to creditors of 
the troubled lines, would be 
issued totaling more than $2 
billion. 
George (’handler, director of 
ICC’s rail services planning 
office, said the commission felt 
‘ front-end money ' provided by 


I the federal government should 
be interest-free loans or at least 
loans with interest deferred, so 
that the reorganized lines would 
not have too much early debt. 
The 
association 
plan 
also 
seemed too optimistic about 
how much revenue railroads 
would get in the future from 
auto parts transportation, the 
ICC said. 
The ICC recommended that 
: for ConRail to succeed there 
i should be a provision in the law 
j for more liberal federal finan 
cing

(UPI) — Plowing of land in 
Indiana for winter wheat was 
35 per cent completed by the 
end of last week, but that was 
less than usual. 
Earl L 
Park, agricultural 
statistician for the Agriculture 
Department and Purdue Uni­ 
versity, said in his weekly crop 
report that “last year 30 per 
cent 
of 
the 
plowing 
was 
completed while 45 per cent 
complete is average.” 
Plowing was among the top 
activities of Hoosier farmers 
during the six days suitable for 
field work last week, 
“There was some increase in 
both topsoil and subsoil mois­ 
ture. 
but 
both retained 
the 
previous week s rating of most 
adequate,” Park reported 
“The corn crop is progressing 
well 
ahead 
of 
1974 and 
is 
several days ahead of normal. 
About 45 per cent of the corn 
was dented at week’s end. This 
compared with only 15 per cent 
of the slow 1974 crop in the dent 
stage and 
35 per cent 
for 
average. 
The 
crop is 
most 
advanced in the western third 
of the state with 45 to 65 per 
cent of the corn dented In the 
eastern third, 30 to 35 per cent 
had dented and in the middle 
third 40 to 50 per cent. 
“Only 
small 
gains 
were 
reported in the amount of corn 
rated as mature and safe from 
frost from the 5 per cent of the 
week before. Only IO per cent 
of the corn is not yet in the 
dough stage ” 


Park said more than 85 per 
cent of the soybeans have set 
pods and 
20 per cent 
was 
turning yellow last week, well 
ahead of the 65 per cent setting 
pods last year and 75 per cent 
in 1973 
The apple crop was 25 per 
cent picked. That harvest was 
running at least a week ahead 
of average. 
“ Pastures advanced with the 
increased moisture and were 
rated mostly fair, while 60 per 
cent of the peaches have been 
picked,” the report concluded.

By LeROY POPE 
UPI Business Writer 
NEW YORK (UPI) - One of 
the more surprising bits of 
news coming out of the big 
hardware show at Chicago’s 
McCormick Place Japan’s pur­ 
chase of $39 million worth of 
American golf clubs last year 
That’s the lion’s share of the 
$49.14 million worth of clubs the 
U.S. industry exported. 
That golf is taking Japan by 
storm the way baseball did 
early this century is a bit 
surprising 
in 
view 
of 
the 
country’s land shortage. But 
it’s 
only 
one 
of 
several 
surprises expected to come out 
of the foreign trade seminar at 
the show, says H A. Samuel, 
vice president of J.D Marshall 
International, 
Inc., 
Chicago 
export consulting firm. 
“These surprises will add up 
to 
one 
important 
guiding 
principle 
for 
the 
American 
manufacturer who wants 
to 
export,” said Samuel, modera­ 
tor of the seminar. “The trick 
is to match your product line 
accurately to the strongest and 
fastest growing overseas m ar­ 
kets. If you don’t, your effort 
may lead to unpleasant sur­ 
prises and failure.” 
The manufacturer must be 
absolutely 
up-to-date 
in 
his 
market information and avoid 
lamely following tradition He 
really can’t afford surprises. 
"The Japanese golf club is 
perhaps 
the 
most dramatic 
example, but who would sus­ 
pect that Saudi Arabia is the 
third 
largest 
customer 
for 
American latex interior house 
p ain ts?” Sam uel asked “ Or 
that exports of such relatively 
big ticket items as riding power 
mowers and garden tractors 
and tillers from the United 
States have been growing at 
rates of better than 60 per cent 
a 
year 
for 
the past 
three 
years?” 
Exports of American-made 
electric drills, saws, sanders 
and other portable tools have 
grown by almost 50 per cent a 
year 
in 
the 
same 
period. 
Among the best customers for 
these 
are 
Brazil, 
Ecuador, 
Venezuela, Colombia and South 
Africa. 
The 
reason, 
Samuel 
said, 
seems to be that the once-cheap 
Japanese power tools no longer 
can compete in these markets 
because Japan has suffered 
more severe cost inflation than 
the United States. There also 
has 
been 
an 
upgrading 
of 
consumer demand for these 
small tools and the American- 
made drills and saws are of 
more rugged construction, with 
bigger motors, as a rule. 
The United States is even 
exporting dolls and other toys 
to Japan because of Japanese 
inflation. 
Tailoring your product line to 
the fastest growing overseas 
market is indeed a precision 
m atter, said Samuel. “ It’s not 
enough to know that Western 
Europe now has an almost 
insatiable 
appetite 
for 
U.S- 
made 
power 
mowers,” 
he 
added. “You also have to know 
that the French prefer the 
cheaper rotary mower but the 
conservative English will pay a 
little more for a power reel 
mower: they think it gives a 
more velvety lawn.” 
The m arket for power tools in 
Ecuador, Brazil and Venezuela 
is a reflection of a remarkable 
housing boom in those countries 
with many people buying shell 
homes to finish themselves 
Then, there are small sleep­ 
ers in export markets which

DuMong had indeed told me 
so only a few hours earlier by 
telephone.

pounds and are wild and crazy, 
dancing all over the place.

trip out into Lake Michigan 
from the port of W aukegan. We 
had to travel that far out in the 
lake to reach the deep w ater 
where

Although the lake was 250 to 
270 feet deep in the area, we 
had to go down only 30 to 35 
'eet to find the fish. I wanted to 
use four pound test line, but 
DuMong advised 
against 
it. 
“ You need at

fish hitting,” he said. “ I don’t 
think four will hold up. Also, 
we’ll have to add a 
shock 
leader to break it loose frdm 
the downrigger.” 
I followed his advise, and had 
already put three coho — six, 
eight and IO pounds — in the 
boat with the six pound test 
Trilene. 
My desire now was to put a 
decent-size steelhead

I caught the first three 
fish on a silver Flutter spoon, 
and DuMong advised I change 
over to a Little Manistee that 
was chartreuse with red dots to 
try for a steelie.

HOUSTON (UPI) 
Ameri­ 
ca’s oldest astronaut, Donald 
“Ddke” Slayton, has won his 
second medical battle 
this 
one against a lung tumor His 
doctors say he soon should be 
fit enough to make another 
flight into space. 
Like the heart irregularity 
which grounded him for 
13 
years, the tumor in Slayton’s 
left lung wasn't as bad as 
doctors first thought. 
Because of Slayton's age and 
because he smoked heavily for 
30 years until he quit New 
Year’s 
Day, 
1973, 
cancer 
specialists had said there was a 
better than 50-50 chance the 
tumor was malignant. 
Instead, 
they 
found 
the 
growth was benign 
nondan- 
gerous. 
The last active member of 
the original 
seven 
Mercury 
astronauts thus has another 
chance to fly in space, a dream 
he finally fulfilled last month as 
a pilot on the joint U.S.-Soviet 
orbital mission 
Slayton, 51, had little to say 
after the 21.* hour operation 
Tuesday 
at 
MD 
Anderson 
Hospital and Tumor Institute. 
“That’s good," Dr. Charles 
Berry, the former chief a s ­ 
tronaut physician, quoted Slay­ 
ton as saying when told the 


pathologist 
in 
the operating 
room quickly checked the lung 
cells for malignancy. 
“Frozen 
sections 
of 
the 
nodule revealed no evidence of 
malignancy,” Berry said “His 
hospital stay is anticipated to 
be 10-12 days ” 
“ I fully expect him to qualify 
to return to flight status."
